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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-7 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim(s) 1 and 2 (in part), drawn to compounds of Formula 1 . 
Group II, claim(s) 1 and 2 (in part), drawn to compounds of Formula 2. 
Group III, claim(s) 3 and 4 (in part), drawn to compounds of Formula 5. 
Group IV, claim(s) 3 and 4 (in part), drawn to compounds of Formula 6. 
Group V, claim(s) 5 and 6 (in part), drawn to compounds of Formula 9. 
Group VI, claim(s) 5 and 6 (in part), drawn to compounds of Formula 10. 
Group VII, claim(s) 5 and 6 (in part), drawn to compounds of Formula 1 1 . 
Group VIII, claim(s) 7, drawn to compounds of Formula 15. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: they do not have a 
static core structure and therefore do not have a special technical feature that links the 
groups together. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
